SATURDAY, Murcé 2s. 
ESTERDAY the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, 
attended by feveral Aldermen, went to Siratfird, 

and held a Court of Coniervancy according to annual 
Cuitom, and afterwards they croffed the River to Grecae 
wich, where they had an elegant Dinner. 

The fame Day a General Court of the York Buildings 
Company was held at their Houle in Winchefer-frect, 
when Sir Bisye Lake and Mr. Solomon Adley, were chofen 
Affiftants, in the room of Mr. Squire and Mr. Towny. The 
Accounts of the Company were laid beiore the Court by 
the Governor, to the great Satisfaétion of the Proprictors. 

At the Affizes at Ay/eshury for the County of Bucks, and 
alfo at Bedford, and likewife at the Affizes held at Hunting 
ton, none were capitally: conviéted. At Caméridze two 
Men were condemned for the Highway, one was repriev'd, 
and «other order'd for Execution-——_—At Thetford three 
Men and one Woman were capitally conviéted, two for 
Houte breaking, one for Horfe-ftealing, and the Woman 
for the Murder of her Baitard Child; the two Men for 
Burglary were order’d for Execution, and the other two re- 
pricved.a——eAt Bury St. Edmond's for the County of Su 
folk, four were condemned, two for Felony and Burglary, 
and two for Horfe-ftealing, and all order’d for Execution. 

On Wednefday lait William Newton and Richard Curral 
were executed at Hertford. They behaved in a moft brutifh 
and reprobate Manner, obftinate, and infenfible, and died 
denying the Faéts for which they fuffer'd; Curra/ was 
feveral ‘Times heard to fay to Necoton, after their Condem-

Dover, March 23. Yelterday two Sons of the Lord 
Waldegrave embark'd here for Calais in their Way to Paris. 
Here is a String of 25 fine Horfes to be embark'd for 
Calais for the Duke of Lorrain. 

Extra of a Letter from Lisbon, March 22, N. S. 

‘he Diamonds are not yet delivered, nor do we know 
when they will: The Bebia Fleet's Effeéts are alfo unde- 
liver'd 5 but as it is expected the Ris Fleet may be ready to 
fail next Week, we hope the King will confider the Con- 
fequence of their departing without carrying the News of 
their being delivered. The Cargo of the Flect from Ba- 
bia in Brazil, which arrived at Lisbon the 16thult. con. 
filted of 12318 Chelts and 1571 Teirces of Sugar; 1200 
Rolls of Tobacco; 8780 whole, and 70620 half Hides; 
120 Quintals of Ivory ; and 270 Slaves: But the Quantity 
of Gold and Diamonds was not known the iit Inf. tho’ 
generally believed to be far lefs than was expeéted. 

Sheernifi, March 23. We had lat Week the two Guard. 
Ships in our Docks to clean, viz. the Suffolk, a 70 Gun, 
and the Sunder/and, a 60 Gun Ship, the latter with her 
broad Pendant; and the former is the fir Ship of her 
Rate that was ever dock'd at this Place. One Cudlembroog, 
a Seaman, belonging to the Suffalk, coming out from one 
of the Gundeck Ports, with a Child of about 14 Months 
old in his Arms, fell down to the Bottom of the Deck ; 
but tho’ the Fall was near 24 Foot (thro’ Mercy) only 
Child received a very fmall Hurt. The Small-Pox has 
raged very much at Queen/borough, for two or three Months 
pait, and there are few Families of that Corporation but 
what have been vifited withit. It has been very fatal, hav- 
ing carried off many, both young and old, and is {til! very 
rife.

ficulty fo great, of falling into any acceptable Means HAN. 
paying off the Whole, or any Part of the Company's BondgyoX 
Ihey had, before the laft General Court, very well co@fm 
dered this Matter, and did not fix on the Propofal then laid 
before you, without firft examining many Schemes, drawa 
with great Ingenuity, that had been recommended to them, 
but were found exher very difficult to be underitogd, or net 
eafily put in Practice 















Some of thefe Schemes then and fince offered, contain 
in them Propofitions in Part, that might perhaps with great 
Inconvenience be fallen into, were there Time in the pre- 
lent Seffion of Parliament, to make the proper Application ; 
principally, the feparating a good Part of the Stock from 
the Profit or Lois by Trade, the Chance of which, now 
affecting the whole, would thenceforward attend the trad- 
ing Stock only, as it is iuppofed there are many Proprietors 
of Stock, unwilling to run any Hazards: This may be 
thought of and put in Praétife hereafter, if it fhall be thought 
proper. But where they propole reducing the Intereft of 
the Bonds to 3 4 per Cent. without providing any Thing 
effential to the Difcharge of the Principal, the Debt ftill 
remains to be one Time or other difcharged, when perhaps 
it may be a greater Difficulty to do it. 

And befides, there are Reafons that muft occur to every 
Man that thinks ferioufly on this Subjeét, why it is better 
and wifer to pay off Bonds, than to continue them at 3 4 
per Cent. 

Again, where thefe Schemes propofe, that $ per Cent. be 
taken from the Dividend upon the Stock, and appropriated 
to the Difcharge of Bonds; this amounts to but 75,0001. 
per Ann. which cannot be confidered but as a Provifion for 
the Intereft, and will ftil] grow lefs, as the Capital fhall be 
reduced from Time to Time, and draws from the Stock- 
Proprietor a rea] Subftance, or, which is the fame Thing 
in Effect, the Income of a Subftance equal to the Debt 
upon it, without the Benefit of difcharging any Part of the 
Principal, and puts the Bonds upon a much better Foot 
than either Stock or Annuities. 

Some of thefe Schemes have been calculated for the pay- 
ing off the Bonds by flow and gradual Means, by Applica- 
tion of a Part of what fhall, from Time to Time be paid 
to the Company, out of the Sinking Fund, to that fpecial 
Purpofe, and dividing the Remainder to the Stock-Pro- 
prietors, fo as that perhaps in a Courfe of 10 or 12 Years, 
the Bonds may be difcharged in a Jefs fenfible Manner. 
This indeed may be done, if you prefer fo flow an Opera- 
tion, tho’ your Diregtors cannot but adhere to the Opinion 
they firft gave you, of applying the Million, to be paid at 
Michae/mas next out of the Sinking Fund, to the Diicharge 
of a Million of Bonds at once. 

Becaufe this Debt carrying 4 per Cent. will be paid off at 
Par by Money, that if divided among the Proprietors, can- 
not be laid out in the Purchafe of any Thing that bears the 
fame Intereft under 10 per Cent. Advance. 

This is the Reafon that principally inclines your Di- 
re€tors to perfift in this Propofal, a Reafon which fhews, 
that had the Company the Means in their Hands of paying 
the whole Debt at once, they would equally find their Ac- 
count by it. 

As to the finding Means to prevent any Debt in future 
referr'd to our Confideration, 

It is, you may well be affur'd, as uneafy to your Di- 
rectors to create any Debt, as it would be pleafing to fee it 
wholly difcharg’d. No Induftry has been wanting in the 
Purfuit of Meafures to prevent it in future, and we truit 
not in vain; butin the Courfe ef Trade, ’tis impoffible to 
afcertain its good Succefs; the Effect of the wifeft Mea- 
fures that can be taken towards fecuring it being but Even- 
tual: However, in Hopes that your Affairs may circulate 
without iffuing any of the Bonds that have been for Years 
paft lock’d up in the Cahhier’s Office, we have refolv’d that 
they fhall be immediately all cancell’d. 

And as we now acquaint you that, cancelling the faid 
Bonds, thofe out-ftanding will.be but 1,967,850]. So we 
propofe it as a Regulation hereafter, at every half-yearly 
Court, to be obferv’d, That at each fuch Court the Ac- 
count of the Bonds be laid before you by the Directors, 
that you may know the true State thereof, and the Reafons 
of their Encreafe or Diminution from Time to Time; and 
that at all intermediate Times the Regifter-Books of the 
Bonds be open, to the free Infpeétion of any Proprietor 
having 30001. Stock. 

Whereupon after many Debates, the Court came to the 
feveral Refolutions following, viz. 

That they did agree with the Court of Direétors, that 
the Bonds of the Company now in their Cuftody, be 
forthwith number’d, minuted, cancell’d and fil’d. 

That the Court did alfo agree with the Court of Direét- 
ors, that it be a Regulation hereafter to be obferv’d, that at 
every half-yearly General Court, the Court of Direétors 
for the Time being, do lay before the General Court, an 
Account of the Company’s Bonds, that the State thereof 
may be known. 

And that no Bonds be iffued in future without the Con- 
fent of a General Court, efpecially to be call’d for that 
Purpofe. 

That the Court did likewife agree in Opinion with the 
Court of Direétors, that the Regifter-Book of the Com- 
pany’s Bonds do at all Times for the future, lie open for 
the Infpeétion of any Proprietor having 30001. Stock. 

Then it was refolv’d upon the Motion of the Sub- 
Governor, 

That is was the Opinion of the Court, 
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that when any 


Refolution thall be taken for the paying off any Part of the 








Company's Bonds, the fame fhiall be done by paying off a 
proportional Part of the Whole. 

It was alfo refolv’d, that the Confideration of paying ofi 
any Part of the Bonds, fhould fland fufpended. 
That in Cafe the Million which is this Year to be iflued 
out of the Sinking Fund, thal] be paid to the Svuth-Sea 
Company, the fame hall then be divided and paid out to 
the feveral Proprietors in Proportion to their Stock re- 
{pectively. : 

Then a Propofal was made for feparating 4 5ths of the 
Capital Stock, and converting the fame into Annuttics, and 
the other sth Part to remain, and be trading Stock 5 w hich 
being agreeable to the Senfe of the Court, the fame was 
referr'd to the Court of Dire&tors to digeit, and to lay it 
before the General Court, in proper Time, againft the 
next Seflion of Parliament. 

Then it was mov'd to adjourn : ; 

Upon which an Amendment was propos’d, that it might 
be to Wednefday fe’nnight ; 

And the Queition being put, whether that Amendment 
fhould ftand, and be a Part of that Queftion, it pais’d in 
the Negative. 

The Queftion for adjourning being then put, the Court 
adjourn’d accordingly.

Vera Cruz. She came from La Vera Cruz in 48 Days, 
ftopp’d at the Havanna, from whence fhe has had 47 Days 
Paflage. Her Cargo is as follows, viz. 500 Quintals of 
Copper for the King, 177,092 Pieces of Eight for particu- 
lar Perfons, 581 Marks of wrought Plate, 1030 Serons of 
Indigo, 732 Serons of Cochineal, 52 Serons of Silvefter, 
10 Cafes of Vanillas, 9216 Arroves of Snuff and Leaf- 
Tobacco, and fundry other fmall Articles, as Jallop, Cacao, 
Sarfaparilla, Balfam, Aniatto, &c¢. The Letters the Court 
received by this Ship advife, that the unwelcome News 
there of the Detention of the Flota’s Effects in the King’s 
Warehoufe at Cadiz, made the People in thofe Parts back- 
watd in fhipping off any Money, and that had it not been 
for that, and the Uncertainty of their Effeéts being deli- 
ver'd on their Arrival at the old and accuftomary Indul- 
to, this Ship would have brought four Millions of Pieces of 
Eight more. That the unfeafonable Weather had fpoiled 
the Produétion of Cochineal, there being litile in the 
Country, and very dear. So that little can be expected by 
the Azogues, which "tis expected will raife the Price of that 
Commodity. That on the 23d of December a Guarda 
Cofta took on the Coalt of Carthagena a Dutch Pink, and a 
Ship of 44 Guns and 200 Men, laden with all Sorts of 
Goods, and fome Silver on board. The Regifter Ships 
from hence for Campechey and Carraccas were arrived, and 
the Axogues pafled Cuba the 23 of December. Little Pre- 
parations are making for the FYota, it being thought the 
Azogues Arrival at La Vera Cruz will ftagnate Trade. The 
Preparations againft Ord goes on briskly. 

Paris, March 28. The Execution of the Gang of Rob- 
bers at the Greve is continued.

Ba/fia is the mot 
confiderable ‘Town in the Ifland, is the Refidence of the 
Governor General, and of the Bifhop of A/eria, and flands 
upon the Coajt, oppofite to the Ifle of E/da, at feven Leagues 
from Capo-Corfo. Calvi, in the Welt, is confiderable for 
the Beauty of its Buildings, the Strength of its Walls and 
Fortifications, and for its Harbour called Sta Maria de Calvi. 
Avjazzo allo upon the Weit Coat is a good Town witha 
Fort and a Harbour. In this Territory is Orzano, which 
has given Name to one of the chief Families of the Ifland, 
of which were Alphon/i, and ‘fobn d’Ornano Marthals of 
France, under Henry 1V. and Levis XIIL. St. Fiorenzo isa 
pretty good Place in the North; and on the Eaft Coaft, 
towards the South, is Pento-Vecchio; Corte is a {mall Town, 
but pretty ftrong, in the Center of the Ifland, and near 
the Source of the three Rivers, the Gwolc, the Liamona, 
and the Taviznana, which water it. 

The Ifland is very populous, and may afford one hundred 
thoufand fighting Men; the Air in general is not good ; 
the Soil is ftrong and interfpers’d with Forefts; the Trees 
grow very high and bear excellent Fruits, fuch as Chef- 
nuts, Figs, Almonds, Olives, Cherries, and particularly 
in the Territories of Balagna; nor muft we omit that 
Vines here deferve particular Recommendation. Wheat 
alfo flourifhes in the open Country on the Rivers; and 
good Pailure is no where wanting; in Confequence of 
which they have much Cattle, and a noble Breed of 
Horles.
